INTRODUCTION TO THE INVENTORY 


This is the second edition of the Inventory designed to 
provide a comprehensive listing of federal, provincial, municipal and 
private agencies available to the individual and the community in the 
Province of Alberta. Since the first four-volume edition, consider- 
able further work was undertaken to prepare additions and revisions: 
the new material necessitated expansion of the Inventory to six volumes. 


The Inventory was a response to many requests from govern- 
mental and private agency officials for a comprehensive directory of 
services and programs that aided physical and human resources develop- 
ment, In the past there have been directories, but they often lacked 
comprehension and utility because they restricted their material to 
jurisdictional levels (for example, federal government directories 
listed only federal programs) and often categorized their services by 
administrative titles, which did not always indicate the nature of the 
service. 


In order to transcend the jurisdictional/administrative 
complexities and offer a wholistic approach to the concerns of indavad= 
uals and communities, a functional index was developed. A functional 
index categorizes according to the objectives and consequences of a 
program. The effective purpose of a service is the primary interest, 
while the agency or department from which the service emanates is of 
secondary concern. This corresponds more closely with the needs of 
individuals and groups, who are primarily interested in services, 
regardless of their origin, which function to meet their needs. 


The index categories were developed to create a comprehen— 
sive framework which would subsume all services while avoiding overlap. 
Programs and services were then assigned to those categories which 
best approximated their prime function. It was found that many pro- 
grams emanating from diverse jurisdictional fields often served the 
same function. It is this new awareness which helps in the task of 
effecting coordination and integration in public service programs. 


The main index included at the beginning of the first volume 
lists the contents of the entire Inventory. The service sheets are 
filed under the subheading that reflects their function (financial 
programs, technical services, advisory services, etc. )). “the services 
within each subheading are filed alphabetically, but color-coded to 
indicate federal (yellow), provincial (green), municipal (blue) or 
private (red) origin. 


At the beginning of each major section, a guide sheet is 
tabbed with the main heading and numerical subheadings. For example, 
in Volume 3 the first major heading is "Education". On the guide 
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sheet for this section, seventeen subheadings are numbered and the 
numerical tabs are visible to the right. For example, if the informa- 
tion sought was a service providing student loans, the thought process 
would be first, "Education", second, the appropriate subheading 
"Financial Programs and Awards - Students" - tab 9, and after tab 9 

is found such programs as the "Canada Student Loan Plan". This pro- 
vides the point from which further inquiries may be made. 


This is the only comprehensive inventory in Canada, and 
should be regarded as a pilot project. Further developments to im- 
prove the efficiency and utility of this Inventory include computeri- 
zation of all program and service listings. Since there are still 
many imperfections, any suggestion that would render the Inventory 
more complete would be welcome.
